STUDENT AWARD 1973-74 


The Society's Student Award for 1973-74 will take the form of 
an essay competition, for which a prize of $200 is offered. Response to 
previous Student Awards has not been good, but it is hoped that this more 
substantial prize will attract greater attention. Please publicise the 
award generally, and draw it to the attention of anyone whom you think 
might be interested. The conditions are as follows:- 


Nature of Entry 


Entries, which should not exceed 5,000 words in length, may 
deal with any one of the following topics: 
The role of the entomologist in the 1970's and 1980's in Australia 
The prospects for the biological control of insect pests in Australia 
Insects and man: successful organisms for different reasons 


Agriculture has been the insects’ best friend and enemy 
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Conditions of Entry 


(a) Entrants should be students at an Australian University or 
College who are majoring, or who intend to major, in entomology, and who 
are of undergraduate status when submitting their entries. 


(b) Students intending to submit an entry must advise the Society 
of their intention to do so not later than 31 October 1973, and indicate 
the title selected. 


(c) Three copies of each entry, typed on A4 or quarto paper, should 
be submitted not later than 31 December 1973. No entry will be accepted 
after that date. 


(d) Each entry should be accompanied by a signed statement of the 
student's age, course of study, his current academic status, and the name 
of the institution at which he is studying. 


Judging 


(a) Entries will be assessed by a panel of referees appointed by 
the Society's Executive, and their decision shall be final. 


(b) Should the referees consider that no entry reaches an adequate 
standard, the Society reserves the right to withhold its award. 


(c) A winning entry shall become the property of the Society whose 
Executive may, if it considers the essay to be of outstanding merit, 
publish it in the Society's Journal or News Bulletin. 


Award 


Subject only to proviso 3(b), the author of the winning entry 
will receive from the Society a cash prize of $200, to be paid not later 
than 31 March 1974. The results of the competition will be published 
in the Society's News Bulletin.

WESTERN AUSTRALIA: 
Retirement 


Mr. C.F.H. Jenkins, Western Australia's best known and most 
experienced entomologist, retired from the position of Chief of the 
Biological Services Division of the Department of Agriculture on March 
17, after 40 years service. A native of South Australia, Mr. Jenkins 
moved to Western Australia in 1926, and was first employed in natural 
history at the W.A. Museum in 1929. He joined the Department of 
Agriculture in 1933 as assistant to the Government Entomologist, and 
completed his B.A. and M.A. degrees at the University of W.A. He was 
appointed Government Entomologist in 1939, and subsequently Chief of 
the Biological Services Division in 1964, In the field of entomology 
he made notable contributions to the control of such major pests as 
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grasshoppers, fruit fly, Argentine ant, red mite and lucerme flea. In 
addition his contributions to the study and conservation of Australian 
wildlife, particularly birds, led to his appointment as Acting President 
of the National Parks Board and the Zoological Gardens Board of W.A. 

He is also a Council member of the National Trust and the Australian 
Conservation Foundation, and was twice President of the Royal Society 

of W.A. Mr. Jenkins is a particularly successful writer and broadcaster 
on entomology and wildlife, and there are many who wish him well in his 
retirement and who look forward to his continued activity in these fields.

Dr. J.C. de M. Carvalho, Director of the Natural History Museum 
of Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, spent a few days in Western Australia in April, 
en route from Canberra to Mauritius.

21.3.73. Paul Zborowski of Sydney called on me. He was spending a 
fortnight in and about the area seeking Coleoptera for himself 
and Lepidoptera for the "Butterfly Farm" near Sydney. He was 
having little success with either project, due to the unusually 
late "wet" season in the north. 
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12.4.73. Geoff and Sybil Monteith arrived to spend the night before 
proceeding to Bamaga for a fortnight, with a further stopover 
of a week at Iron Range. The weather has not been kind to 
them, as light to heavy rain has fallen on most days. 


12.4.73. Ross Storey of the University of Queensland Entomology Department 
called on me to examine, in particular, Scarabaeinae in my 
collection. A pleasing feature of his visit was the receipt of 
five species of Onthophagus not represented in my collection. 
These brought my tally of determined Onthophagus to seventy-six, 
plus two species which will be described at a later date. Ross 
would not have enjoyed good camping conditions for his trip 
around the north as there was rain on all days. 


On 26 March I took a risk on the weather and went to Mt. Spec, 
but conditions became so bad that I packed up and came home the 
next day without taking a specimen. The past season has been 
a poor one, due to nine months of drought when bushfires took a 
heavy toll of most of the blossom-collecting areas that I work. 
January and February both had poor rainfall (6 and 10 inches 
respectively in Cairns). March and April have been much better 
and we are past the 50 inches for the year, but the rains came 
too late for the insects. Iron Range has been very wet this 
year.

ENTOMOLOGICAL SOCIETY OF QUEENSLAND: 


The first meeting of the Society for 1973 was the Annual General 
Meeting held on 12 March. Dr. B.F. Stone, CSIRO Long Pocket Laboratories, 
Brisbane was elected President. The Presidential Address was given by the 
retiring President, Professor D.S. Kettle. Supper followed, with a 
special 50th Anniversay Birthday cake. 


The following Monday, 19 March, saw a combined meeting of the 
Entomological Society of Queensland, the Queensland Museum Society and the 
Royal Society of Queensland, addressed by Dr. D.F. Waterhouse, Chief, 
Division of Entomology, CSIRO, Canberra, to mark the opening at the 
Queensland Museum of the outstanding display "Insects and Man".

September 1973. The proceedings of this symposium are to be published 
at a later date.

ENTOMOLOG!CAL RESEARCH IN NEW EALAND 


A major alteration in the location of Government sponsored 
research in New Zealand entomology occurs during 1973. 
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The Entomology Division of DSIR (Director: Dr. J.M. Hoy) will 
move from its traditional home of Nelson. A quarter of the staff will 
transfer to Lincoln near Christchurch in May, bringing numbers there to 
16. The balance (approximately 30) move to Auckland in October to be 
associated with plant pathological and fruit research. The Director 
and Section Leaders move to Auckland, and so this becomes the headquarters 
of the Division. 


This administrative change alters the whole distribution of 
entomologists in New Zealand, with Auckland and Lincoln becoming major 
centres for the concentration of entomological personnel. 


Auckland has some interest already in entomology, evident in the 
Plant Diseases Division of DSIR, Auckland University and the Auckland 
Museum. Lincoln personnel are with DSIR, the Agriculture Department of 
Lincoln College, and nearby in Christchurch at the University of Canterbury. 
Other centres with entomological interest are Hamilton (Department of 
Agriculture, and University of Waikato), Rotorua (Forestry), Palmerston 
North (Entomology Division substation, and Massey University), Levin and 
Wellington. 


Visiting Australian entomologists can now contact all these 
centres in a straightforward journey, entering New Zealand at either 
Christchurch or Auckland.

NEW LOCALITY FOR PSEUDODIPSAS vadpabdadinigarinaston 


The known distribution of Pseudodtpsas brisbanensits Miskin, 1884 
(Lepidoptera: Lycaenidae), as shown by Common and Waterhouse in “Butterflies 
of Australia" (Angus & Robertson, 1972), is an area from south-eastern 
Queensland to central New South Wales and a much smaller area near Melbourne, 
Victoria. On 8 March 1973 I took a single male at Canberra, A.C.T., which 
extends the known range of this butterfly by 190 km. The butterfly was 
taken at rest on a Casuarina stricta growing on the summit of a small knoll 
just north of Mt. Ainslie, A.C.T. (732 m), and is in near perfect condition. 
The specimen was identified by Dr. I.F.B. Common and is now in the 
Australian National Insect Collection, CSIRO, Canberra. 


At the same locality I have also taken four males of P. cupred 


36. Australian Entomological Society. 


Sands, 1965, flying at a height of about ten feet around the same Casuarina. 
This species was first recorded from Canberra in December 1971, where it 
was taken on the summit of nearby Mt. Ainslie by Mr. Roger Grund. Several 
male specimens and a single female have been taken there since.

STOP PRESS ITEM 


As the Bulletin was about to go to press, the following report 
was received from the Entomological Society of Australia (N.S.W.). It was 
not possible at that stage to insert it with the other report from an 
affiliated society, but we are pleased to print it below. 


ENTOMOLOGICAL SOCIETY OF AUSTRALIA (N.S.W.): 


The Society held its Twentieth Annual General Meeting and Election 
of Officers on 7 March 1973. After the consideration of reports, officers 
for 1973 were elected. The three major office bearers were re-elected, viz. 
President: C.E. Chadwick, Hon. Secretary: A.D. Clift, Hon. Treasurer: 

E.E. Taylor. Two new members were elected to Council. The Presidential 
Address was given by Mr. C.E. Chadwick, who spoke on "Some Needs of the 
Society". He outlined some aspects of its development to its present status. 
He indicated some avenues where development was needed and some avenues where 
the Society could expand its activities. 
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On 4 April Mr. J.T. Hamilton spoke on "The Argentine Ant and the 
Eradication Campaign in N.S.W." He described the habits of the ant, 
indicating factors which made eradication possible. The insect was first 
discovered in Sydney in 1950 and the eradication campaign began in 1952. 
Over the next seven years the ant was eliminated from 178 infestations 
covering about 3,600 acres in Sydney and Wollongong. At the present time 
the eradication campaign is controlled by a committee consisting of 
representatives of the Department of Local Government and Agriculture, the 
Institute of Health Surveyors and the Local Government Association. An 
annual expenditure of $30,000 finances the campaign, except for the 
insecticide which is paid for by the individual councils. So far the cost 
of the campaign has been about $500,000. Since 1952 about 7,600 acres in 
312 separate infestations have been sprayed and 308 areas appear to be 
free of Argentine ants. As the discovery of new infestations is the major 
concern, three publicity campaigns have been organized to obtain ant 
specimens. In the current campaign $50 reward is paid for the discovery 
of each new infestation. In six weeks about 23,000 samples have been 
received, resulting in the discovery of nine new infestations which will 
be treated within the next six months. 


Mr. D.A. Doolan addressed members on 2 May. He described the 
equipment and techniques he uses in close-up photography of insects. The 
talk was supplemented by a large number of colour photographs he had taken 
using electronic flash. Several orders of insects were included in the 
coverage.
